Among t h e others was a 
bill extending for two years 
a $4 billion program of sell­ 
ing and bartering U.S. farm 
surpluses oversea s in return 
for foreign currencies. 
One feature of this measure 
would authorize the secretary 
of agriculture—if he saw fit— 
to put into operation a test 
food stamp plan under which 
needy Americans could g e t 
surplus foods. 
But Eisenhower made clear 
in a statem ent that he would 
not use the plan. He said it 
would further increase “ the 
already disproportionate fed­ 
eral s h a r e of welfare ex­ 
penses.”

The President killed t w o 
minor bills with pocket ve­ 
toes. This cut to 56 the num­ 
bers of measures passed in 
the closing days of the re­ 
cent Congress still awaiting 
his action. Among these is the 
“ third cha nce” billion-doUar 
housing bill. 
The h i g h w a y measure 
raises to 4c a gallon for the 
next 21 months the existing 
3c federal levy on gasoline 
and diesel fuels. 
For the motorist who drives 
10,000 m iles a year and aver­ 
ages 15 miles to a gallon of 
gasoline, the new law will add 
$6.67 to his annual tax bill.

Hous ing Te a c he s A Lesson 
The federal government is mov ing in the 
direction of higher interest rates on FH.A 
loans to breathe life back into the hous­ 
ing industry. It is feeling the effects of tight 
money end competitive interest rates, (iov- 
ernmenl guarantee of the debt is not suf­ 
ficient to wean credit away from a general 
6 per cent market to a more secure 5 25 
per cent one. 
An earlier relaxing of FHA interest rates 
served to push housing to 91.581 units last 
April. But July saw a fall-otf to 74.707. Au­ 
gust continued the decline down to 65,700 
which was the lowest month since Decem­ 
ber 1958. 
it is an interesting phenomenon, tracing 
the con.sequences of an administration fis­ 
cal policy which theorizes that tight monev 


I S a proper curb on inflation. What the 
administration has been doing and intends 
to keep doing to keep the housing program 
on Its feel compares with what it would 
like to do to get long term federal bonds 
back into the market, namely, make them 
more provocative by taking the ceiling off 
the interest rate. 


The government’s experience in housing 
indicates that an interest rate shot in the 
arm temporarily improves the market. That 


was the inducement that ran housing to the 
91,581 mark in ,Iuly. But it is significant 
that the interest rate did not increase the 
supply of money It Just made it harder to 
get. Hou.>ing‘s raid on the market in July 
depleted the supply and started .August and 
September on the downgrade again. 
The government will find it the same 
when it shoulders its way into the bond 
market, outbidding everyone. Momentarily, 
it will get the money until other bidders 
jack up their rates to get back in the mar­ 
ket, This cyclic thing can go on ad infinitum 
without curing anything, because the rem­ 
edy tor tight money is more money, not 
more interest rate. Indeed, inflation can be 
served by higher service charges just as it 
tan hy higher prices and higher wages. It 
all adds that much to the cost of doing busi- 
nc'-^s. 
It is also questionable whether the gov­ 
ernment policy greatly aided the credit 
agencies for they work on a mark up rather 
than in terms ot a gross interest rate. Cer­ 
tainly it would have served private credit 
better had it not dismantled its supplemen­ 
tary credit agencies on the theory that pri­ 
vate credit is big and flexible enough to 
handle the whole national load, which it is 
not. 
La bor's Sta nd Ex pe c te d 
If Nikita Khrushchev had any dreams of 
finding in labor this country’s vulnerable 
spot then his meeting Sunday night with 
leaders of organized labor vvas the most 
disappointing experience of his current 
visit. 
Even in Wall Street he had a few gim­ 
micks in the w'ay of profitable commerce 
that somewhat softened the facade of that 
bastion of capitalism. But not so with labor. 
It wanted no part of anything he had to of­ 
fer. It was small wonder that he got short 
tempered and finally signed off with the 
remark that their difference of opinion was 
irreconcilable. And truly it is. 
If there is any news in this it is in the 
murmur of pleased surprise from otlier 
American groups. This misconception was 
gained from the belief that tho Communist 
revolution germinated in the hearts of the 
workers. 
It didn’t. Rather it was nurtured in the

father, 
Sen. Henry Cabot 
Lodge of Massachusetts, vvas 
one of the “ little band of will­ 
ful men” which killed the 
lA'ague of Nations in the 
U.S. 
Senate 
and 
were 
charged with the physical 
collapse of President Wood­ 
row Wilson. 
Cabot Lodge, 
who grew up on the knee of 
ins grandfather and wor­ 
shipped him, is now U S. 
delegate to the United Na­ 
tions, successor to the League 
of nations which his grand­ 
father helped to kill. 
In Boston iCs said that the 
Cabots .speak only to God. 
In Russia Nikita Khrushchev 
takes the position that there 
is no God. Lodge vvas edu­ 
cated in the fashionable Mid­ 
dlesex School in Boston and 
at 
Harvard. 
Khrushchev 
didn’t learn how to read un­ 
til he was 29. 


.Vs I N delegate In New 


York, Lodge has constantly 
tangled with the Soviet dele­ 
gates, has kept up a run­ 
ning battle with them for six 
vears. He was not exactly 


the man who, as chaperon, 
would make Khrushchev feel 
“ simpatlco” 
in 
the 
l^SA. 


However, President Eisen­ 
hower has a deep personal 
affection for Lodge who was 
his original campaign man­ 
ager in the 
1952 election 


which first put Ike in the 
White House. 


Many times the President 
has told friends that Lodge 
is the kind of Republican 
the party should groom as 
his. Ike’s, successor. 
Note—Ike is sticking to his 
pledge to keep neutral in the 
1969 race for ihe GOP nom­ 
inations. but is represented 
as feeling that there is no 
harm in having three can­ 
didates in the running in­ 
stead of only Rockefeller 
and Nixon.

On T our Officials 


Cha nge In Empha s is 
Concern has been expressed by some ed­ 
ucators oyer the great increase in interest 
among high school students in science, 
mathematics and foreign languages. These 
people apparently have some fears that the 
arts may be on a decline which could seri­ 
ously undermine the moral foundation of 
the nation. Also, they have a fear that 
many youngsters are preparing thcm.selvcs 
for a future in conflict with their natural 
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abilities. The thought is that many students 
who might make better teachers, lawyers, 
doctors, etc. are trying to become scien­ 
tists. However, there is little to support this 
fear hut there is a great deal which tells us 
that the change in emphasis upon high 
school subject matter is very much in tune 
with the times. 
The students themselvo.s, 
m this case, may simply be thinking mucti 
further ahead of their elders. 
In the 14th annual report of the Midwest 
Research Institute. Dr. Charles N. Kimball, 
president of the company, predicts that in 
the next 10-year period we will see the 
equivalent of 50 normal vears of research. 
This comes about he said, because of the 
surging press of space exploration. This ex-^ 
ploration is causing us to meet new environ­ 
mental conditions which in turn causes us 
to develop new techniques and materials. 
We need materials for faster flight, high­ 
er 
temperatures, 
g r e a t 
temperature 
changes, etc. We need new methods of com- 
muiiicalion and even survival. .All of these 
tilings are leading to new products and new 
discoveries but not all of these things ap­ 
ply to space flight alone. .Many of the prod­ 
ucts and techniques which are developed 
can be readily used or adapted to industry. 
The institute had a research volume for the 
past year of $2,818.000 for 235 research 
projects. This is a 15 per cent increase— 
hardly a sign that the field of science may 
fail to find use for those who pursue it with 
diligence.

History W as M ade 
Although I didn’t realize it at the time, my fir.st prep 
football ratings in Monday’s Star made history of a sort. 
A Lincoln team was not rated. My records, without dig- 
ing through the microfilm of old newspapers, go back only 
4 years. In that time, a Lincoln team hai been rated ev ery 
week in football. 
Most of the time, of course, it has been Lincoln High 
in the rhtings. The Links were listed every week in 19 55-56- 
58. In 19.57, LHS ranked 10th the first week, then dropped 
out for 3 weeks. During that time, however, Lincoln South­ 
east held a rating, varying from 4th to a tie lor 10th, before 
dropping out completely. 
Lincoln Northeast has not had a grid rating. 
Situation May Change 
It’s a situation which could change quick ly. In fact, it 
would be possible, though not probable, for all 3 public 
schools to mak e the list next week . Here’s a rundown of the 
changes of the 4 teams: 
Pius X is in an unfortunate situation. The growing 
school jumped from Class B to Class A with a boy enroll­ 
ment of 201. The minumum for Class A Is 19 0, and Plus had 
only 161 last year. 
Pius has an adequate Class A schedule, but not good 
enough lo compete with the pow’erfiil Omaha teams or 
e\en comparable with most Big 10 conference teams. 
The Bolts might hav e a chance, howev er, should they 
go unbeaten and k nock off Southeast in the season finale. 
Links Have Best Opportunity 
The best chance for a rating, of course, i.s Lincoln High. 
As yet, LHS has prov en only that they’v e played a couple 
strong teams. When, and if. the Link s get a win or two un­ 
der their Sells and show that they can*score, LHS should be 
a cinch for a good rating. 
Lincoln High plays the toughest schedule of any of the 
4 Capital City teams, so it needn’t take a great many vic­ 
tories to get in the top 10 list. 
LHS has shown great potential, and should hav e the 
manpower for a fine season. Only serious mistak es hav e 
hurt the Link s thus far. 
Tied To Wesfside 
Southeast was seriously hurt in its bid for a rating 
when Omaha Westside dumped the Knights, 12-6, last week . 
This ties the hopes of the Knights to the success of Wesl- 
side. 
And, since SE downed Northeast in the opener, 13-0, 
the Rockets are tied to Southeast, as far as the ratings are 
concerned. Westside is important to both teams. 
The Omaha school was rank ed 10th this week . If West­ 
side climbs, SE and NE could both get a spot in the list. If 
Westside falls, so will the Lincoln schools. The only other 
hope would be for Westside to tumble so complcteiy, that 
its win ov er SE could be \ irtually written off. 
Of course, the Lincoln teams must win their own games, 
without worrying about Westside or any other team except 
the opponents. That should be 
a big enough assignment.
